What is your thought process when working on new music? 

It vanes, really. Everything I write is inspired by something 
- 1 just kind of let everything go. I Eove that freedom. When I 
hear a beat I'm inspired to write to, I go to a concept, pour 
everything into it, and then think whether or not I would listen 
to it if it came on the radio station. As long as I feel excited 
about it in the end, I know I've put my all into the record. 


What inspires your music? 

Everything you hear from me is inspired by something: an 
emotion, experience, something I'm passionate about, or 
even a lyric from another song. I love trying new things and 
pushing my own boundaries. I crave challenges, so some- 
times i ll set my goals outside of my comfort zone, then cre- 
ate. At the end of the day, you are your biggest, competition, 
so if you’re consistently competing with yourself, you’ll al- 
ways improve. 


How would you classify your music? 

Oh, that's a hard one. i think my style is eclectic - 1 love 
playing with different sounds and styles to make people feel 
something East Coast hip hop, West Coast sounds, rock, 
down south heavy bass, all the way to lighthearted pop - it's 
all me. And each record will resonate with different people. 

If I HAD to choose a genre, it’d be hip hop because I'm so immersed into the culture, but I'm kind of all over the map. 



How did you get started in the music industry? 

I've had a craving to sing since I was a little girt. I was always writing my own lyrics, and singing everywhere I could. But when 
B Mile came out, everyone started battle rapping, And 3 was a scrawny little kid with buck teeth, and so the boys would make 
fun of me in elementary school. Every day on the playground, fd listen to these battle raps - and one day, I got to writing and 
clowning one of the kids in school. He had no idea what was coming! Haha! But that’s where I started dabbling in rap, As I 
got older, I realized that hip hop was more than an infatuation - it was innate. When 1 was 18, l was in the studio getting ready 
to record a song, and I was free styling a verse for it, But I was so scared that it was gonna sound corny, t hall didn't want to 
record it. He heard my verse and stopped the music, told me to com t 
out and asked me why 3 hadn’t rapped before. The rest was history fro it 
there. 


How would you describe yourself as an artist? 

If we’re talking the bigger picture - my goal is to make this world a 
place through music, I've got party songs, yes, l T ve got sexy songs. 

But I've also got important things to say that I'm passionate about. An 
in my "conscious" raps, I'm speaking truths and taboo. I want wo me 
to realize that they can be themselves and be accepted anywhere. IV 
proud to be all these things other people may deem as a weaknes 
in the industry: a minority woman, a mother, a female artist in a mal- 
dominated industry. My mission is deeper than just hip hop or music i 
general. 


What sets your music apart from others in your genre? 

Because of my eclectic taste in music, I've got a bit of everything in m 
catalog. I don't think my sound should be boxed in to some cookie cut 
ter hip hop sound because 3 rap. I love creating new, fresh sounds an< 
challenging myself to create something different. I sing when I want, 
rap on what I want, and 1 make it sounds how I want. It doesn't matter i 
it's a trap beat, a mariachi sounding record, or a mid-tempo pop track 
I'll create something that resonates with someone. The goal is to creat 
timeless music. I want people to remember my name.

What are some of your musical influences? 

Oh man, how much time do we have?! I grew up with a crazy range of music:

You name a band, and I'm probably influenced by 
them in some shape or form. The more we limit our exposure, the more limited 
our own music becomes. 

What hard lessons have you learned while working in the industry? 

I think the hardest lesson I've had to learn so far is being open to change if it 
means growing, I'm not saying that we have to change who we are to the point 
where we don't tike ourselves anymore. I'm saying that change is necessary if you 
want to grow. Sometimes we get so content in our comfort zone that we forget 
where the real adventures are - outside of it. 

Another challenge is balance in this industry. Personal life and work life often 
overlaps - and a lot of times, if can consume my personal life because I am so 
passionate about music. There was a time where I was barely sleeping, I was fly- 
ing here and there, and shooting videos, and scheduling things - where my body 
had interfered. I had a mini-stroke and It was one of the scariest things in my en- 
tire life. So many things had to come to a halt - and it was the biggest wake up call 
ever. Something greater than me made me realize that I needed to find a balance. 

Are you nervous when you go on stage? What do you do before the show? 

Qh my gawd, \ think \ have the worst stage fright ever leading up to a show. I'm a 
nervous wreck, but cool and composed on the outside. I just get really quiet a few 
hours before the show, rehearse my set a few times, listen to some Eminem, and 
surround myself with really good people who make me laugh. By then, my nerves 
subside,, and when I hit the stage and the lights come on, Ym ready, 



How do you feel about creating music videos? 

I think music videos are one of my favorite parts! I love the creative process that goes behind each video. It s a chance to do 
something new, visually, and connect with fans in a different way. 


What song(s) are you currently promoting? Who is the producer and how did the 
song come about? Right now, we're about to be pushing "Brown Sugar' featuring Ivan 
Kelley. And Ivan actually produced the record, sampling D'Angelo’s Brown Sugar. Ivan's a 
part of the same team I am, and our manager sent me the record saying that he thinks it'd 
be fire if E wrote to it. In the original record, D'Angelo's lyrics were sensual, but if you listened 
closely he wasn't talking about a woman. He was talking about smoking. So we flipped it to 
something a little more sexy. 

What are your project plans for the rest of 2017? 

Just continuing to create and release new visuals and music. Our goal is to gain momentum 
and broaden my fanbase to start booking tours. 

What do you do for fun? 

1 love being outside and exploring new places. So I love to travel, take road trips, and see 
things I've never seen before, I soak in as much as possible when f : m not in a studio or on 
set
